Pllley, however, 
would not he put Off and Insisted that 
the matter bo ntteuditd tn nt once, flee- 
ing thut there wni no escape, liny took 
out hli account book and (lirarod up the 
money due him for shucking corn. When 
ho had concluded, PJIIvy claimed that 
an allowance xhould Iin madn for ono 
duy that he and his sun-lu-law did not 
work, but spent tho day nrrranglng n 
horse trade. liny stated that ho had not 
charged for that day aud then I'llley 
said that be ihould b* allowed *omo- 
thing- for what he bad done. To satisfy 
him on this point, Ray allowed TB cents 
and that seemed lo b* satisfactory.
